A select comniitte.i has been appoint- 
ed to consider tlie L'liiiicsc Question, 
and to rccommenil the making of sucli 
a lay,- as will prevent an influx of these 
foreigners. Such a clause as that in 
the -Bill just passed through the Senate 
at "Wiishington, limiting the number 
of Chinese passengers on any ship com- 
ing into port to fifteen ■woulil bo a very 
excellent clause if our Local Legisla- 
■ turo had the power to enforce it; but the 
committee should remember that Prov- 
incial legislators have no right to med- 
dle by any indirection with treaties or 
contracts made by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and if they wish to niako a use- 
ful law they wiil confmo themselves to 
the limits of their jurisdiction. The 
Chinaman is a cheap liver. A little 
ricoj a little tea, and a very small quan- 
tity of. cheap meat are sujjplies 
sufficient for hia kitchen. We cannot 
compel him to live more expensively 
than he lives -at present; but wo can 
make'fbraiigeinontsitOvSappljr-M 
a lu.Kury' ha' never enjoyed. '/A suffi- 
cient supply of fresh air while he sleeps 
■will be useful to liim and to ourselves. 
He pays very little for house rent, a 
flock of those creatures are satisfied to 
sleep at night packed as close as her- 
rings in a barrel. This^system of sleep- 
ing in heaps is dangerous* to the health 
of:Our citizen.s, and there can bo noobjec- 
tion to our making laws that will pre- 
serve us from disease. In the connnit- 
tee's rc[)ort there should bo recommend- 
ed a Bill compelling each Chinaman to 
ham at least five hundred feet of h-dsh 
air for "his own use when he retires to 
rest in his bedroom, and itny. infringe- 
ment of that clause should be punished 
by a fins of ton dollars or a mouth's 
imprisonmont. The suiall sums ])aid 
for rent by these licatliens enable tiioni 
still more to bo successful rivals with 
our own "people in the labor market. 
The fresh air clause would spread them 
over a wider surface and diminish the 
risks to wliicli every overurowded po])- 
ulation is exposed. We do not believe 
the committee will be able to frame a 
law sufficiently elFectivo to exclude 
these people, and we think a petition 
from the Local Legislature to the Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa would be a xiseful 
document. It could be filled with 
facts to show that the Chincso are not 
tit to mingle with ourselves and that 
their presence l)cro is not desirable. 
The laws of trade must submit .to the 
laws of nature,. ciYilization is in posses- 
sion of this continent and it will keep 
it by force, if necessary. This is the 
truth and the sooner it circulates the 
better. In the meanwhile, gentlemen 
of the committee, do not neglect the 
fresh air elause. . ., .

faotj'iand jt is equally notorious that 
■when shown up by us and the chapter 
and verse given where proT)f of the un- 
truth of its representations is to be 
found, it never admits its error, but al- 
lows its readers to rest under the im- 
pression tha*; the falsehood it told was 
the' truth.? yPpr-examplo: On Satur 
day it stated that seven months' sus- 
tenance allowance had been paid to 
Mr. VowELL v/hile ho was absent 
in Ireland. On Sunday we showed 
that the statement was incorrect, but 
our contemporary ha.s not sufllcient 
sense of what is fair to make the 
amende, and put itself right with truth. 
Again, ir^ an iteni.headed "jVlr. SiiiTiiE 
responsible for' the"' educational over- 
expenditure" it states that the "over- 
expenditure of §3,000 occurred during 
the first six months of the year, when 
Mr. Smitiie was Finance ilinister." 
Now, if t!ie editor of the Standard will 
tura;j;i^Qthe^^^^ voted for the 

"first •:six'''mbntijis'' he will find the 
amount for education to bo .$23,000, 
and if he will then turn to the public 
accounts published in the sessional 
papers he will find the total expendi- 
ture was $22,591.29, showing an undcr- 
ejtp'eudititre of ; several hundred dollars 
instead of an over-paymerit of some 
thousand.-j. In the item referred to 
the Standard requested there should 
bo no backing down. We endorse the 
sentiment and ask the organ to make 
an exception to its rule on this occasion 
itnd, like his prototype of heathen 
OMhee celebrity, "rise to explain."

To the ShareJiolders of the Cariboo Quartz 
Mining Company, Limited: — 
Tlio Board of Directf)rs bog to submit 
the following report: 

That they ivero elected to office in Nov- 
ember 1877. 

Th5£ th'eif''predecessors, after some pre- 
liminary prospecting on all the Company's 
claims, had at last decided to prosj&ct and 
thorougldy test the Company's claim on the 
Bonanzji lode. The tunnel already in 130 
feet ■ was therefore continued until the 
lode was crossed. In crossing the lode 
from the foot wall to the middle of the 
ledge a considerable amount of very rich 
-sulphuret rock was found on tlie cast side 
of the drift.' ■J' A drift was therefore start- 
ed in that dufe'ction, and toward the huge 
mass or blow, from which the lode takes 
its name. This was continued a dist.anco 
of 40 feet and from 12 to 14 feet in width. 
The appearance of the rock in this drift 
was not so favourable as when the ledge 
was first crossed, tho paying ore being 
confined to narrow stringers of rich sul- 
phurets. 

Tho good ore not being in sufliciont 
quantity to yiold a* profit, the Board doon-.- 
cd it advis.ablo to continue prospecting by 
sinking a shaft on the lode. A shaft six 
feet by oiglit and woll tinibovcd was thure- 
fore sunk, 58 feet in depth, at the bottom 
of which tho lodge ■was crosS'^ut, exposing 
a body "of ore -22, feet "iiv width. Tiiis 
shaft was sunk" at a great expense in con- 
scciuoncu of there being considerable water 
which had to bo hoisted by hand. Tho 
character of tho lodge improved grcatlj' as 
greater depth was obtained, the lode be- 
coming more solid and settled and -the 
graphite dis.appearing. Tlio rich sulphur- 
etic stringers decreased in nunibor, tho 
sulpluirets being much more generally 
dis.sonunatcd throughout the wliolc of tho 
ledge, giving on assay a greatly increased 
average, and, in sonio cases, specinion.s 
wore obtained of great richness, there be- 
ing a stratum of sulpliurets on tho foi't 
wall assayed as high as §15. to the ton. 

The' manner of sinking and hoisting by 
hand being found too expensive, it was 
determined to cease work in the shaft, 
and run a tunnel to intersect the ledi;o im- 
mediately below. This tunnel would 
have given- a depth on tho ledge of 
l(i5 feet, and was continued a distance of 
SO feet. Unfortunately, while ;tlu8 work 
was progressing, tho workmen in tlio Am- 
erican claim ot the B. C. M. & M. Co. 
in the course of a similar tunnel, struck 
an extremely hard belt of roclc, L'lO foot 
from tho nK)uth of tlio tunnel. Your dir 
ectors were therefore of opinion, after 
consultation, that tho tunnel intended to 
bo run would have to bo through tlio aanio 
belt. Thoy therefore came to tho con- 
clusion that it would in tho ond bo cheap- 
er as woll as a more expeditious manner 
of prospecting tlio lode to erect linisting 
machiner}', and sink a shaft from tho sur- 
face. With tliis object in view tho en- 
gine formerly belonging to tho Point Com- 
pany of Van Winkle was bought on very 
favourable terms. 

At this time, while your diroctots were 
deliberating on the location and nio:uis of 
sinking on the lodo, occurred the crisis in 
quartz mining that resulted so disastrously 
for tho countrj'. A general financial panic 
took place, in the midst of which, tho 
Board felt it would bo useless and. unjust 
to assess theirsharehdldersfor'the amount 
required to carry on thegreat andnecessary 
work. Careful estimates of tho cost 
of sinking were made by tho Board, 
showing that it would require a 
sum of S3000 per month to carry on tho 
work vigorously. This would nocossitate 
an assessment of .20 cents eyery two 
months, tho shortest time in which an as- 
aossmont can lie levied and collected. 
Such assessments as this loviod while the 
depression existed resulting from a finan- 
cial and mining panic would liavo caused 
a largo number of shares to become de- 
linquent and would have virtually "frozen 
out " tho body of small shareholders. 
This contingency your directors were most 
anxious to avoid. Thoy therefore sought 
the co-oporatinn of tho other ('(Hiipanies 
owning claims on the Bonanza lode, and 
thoy wore invited to assist in sinking a 
shaft on equitable terms. The directors 
are left to assume that tho proposal to co- 
operate did not meet the views of the 
other companies as no ste^js have been 
taken by them to that end. 

While the matter of co-operation was 
under considoiution your Board thought 
it best to do a small amount of work on 
tho Company's Crown Point and Ophir 
claiu'is, some attention having been direct- 
ed to that locality by tho eflorts of a 
neighboring company. A drain 120 feet 
long was therefore run to the sliaft, the 
shaft cleaned out and a drift 70 feet in 
length run from it. In this tU'ift 20 feet 
from the main shaft a shaft was sunk in 
tho ledge 7 feet on very fair rock. On tho 
Ophir a cut has been made 80 feet in 
length, 10 feet deep at the further end in- 
tersecting a good ledge. Tho Board re- 
gret that so far this prospecting lias been 
barren of result otherthan obtaining some' 
very rich free gold specimens, these in 
themselves being of a sufficiently encour- 
aging nature to warrant further work at 
some future time. 

For the purpose of holding the claim a 
small amount of work was done on the 
Steadinan, the ledge being cross-cut show- 
ing a well-defined vein 14 feet ividc. 

An Act of Parliament having been pass- 
ed empowering the Government to ad- 
VJince to the Company .S15,000 for the 
erection of a 10-stanip mill. Your direc- 
tors in May last invited tho priiicijial 
foundries in San Francisco to tciulor for 
its construction and delivery on Ijuard 
ship. The contract was awardeil to IVIesKrs. 
Prescott & Co. for 5J80OO. Duplicates of 
some parts and extras bring the amount 
paid to $9517. Tlie mill has been for- 
warded as far as Yale, but owing to the 
lateness of the season tho Board did not 
doom it advisable to bring it further, but 
to await tho openinc; of Spring and a revi- 
val of the interest felt in quartz mining. 

The Board having been informed b^' a 
competent authority that the rock \\ ould 
need burning and that a furnace construct- 
ed on the principle of a continuous liiiic- 
kilu would destroy the base maitor con- 
tained in the rock erected a small furjiace 
contiguous to the test mill. This, so far 
as attaining the desired result is concern- 
ed, is an absolute failure. Further en- 
quiry on tho jiart of the Board shows that 
tho proper method of extracting tho pre- 
cious metals will be by concentration and 
roasting the concentrations in a ruverber- 
atory furnace. This furnace although ex- 
pensive in construction will, it .ia^'.b.p.hov;.-, 
cd, give the best return. ' ■ 

An application was received by the 
Board from the .Directors of tho Ques- 
nelle Quartz Mining Co. for the loan of 
five stamps to bo erected at tho mine of 
the Quesnelle Co. Your directors having 
in view tho benefits to bo derived from 
tlie continued prosecution of-Jqiiartz-min- 
ing, and not needing tho mill themselves 
for this winter, acceded to tho request of I 
the directors of tho Quesnelle Co. , stipu- ' 
lating for the delivery in Yale on the 1st 
of May next of the exact duplicate of tho 
machinery lent and taking good and suffi- 
cient bonds for the fulfilment of this 



Within tho past year special general 
meetings have authorized tho increase of 
the Company's capital and the separation 
of tho Steadman mine from the remainder 

of the Company's property and the for- 
mation of another joint stock company to 
work it, a special Act of Parliament being 
necessarj' for the latter. Tho Board havo 
not thought it desirable at present to in- 
cur tho expense involved in carrying out 
the provisions of these reaolutions, a mat- 
ter that they feel sure ■will meet \vith the 
approval of their sliareholderS. 

A communication was received from a 
shareholder now resident in London in 
which tho opinion was expressed that ar- 
rangements could bo made for the sale of 
tho whole, or part of the Company's pro- 
]ierty. As this is a matter that .niu8t,.b6; 
dealt with by a general meeting' and the 
individual .shareholders your directors can- 
not too strongly urge upon }'ou tho expe- 
diency of divising some plan by which 
after separation of tho Steadman all or a 
sutlicient m.ajority of tho Company's shares 
may be placed in tho hands of some per- 
son to bo disposed of as directed in order 
that the valuable property of tho Compa- 
ny may bo developed more speedily and 
vigorously than is within tho power of 
any of the existing body of shareholders. 

Your directors in handing in tho bal- 
ance slieet for tho past year cannot close 
their report without referring to a fact 
that should bo patent to every sharehold- 
er: In tho inception and prosecution of 
new enterprises mucii of tho work is of 
an experimental character. This is more 
particularly the case in opening now mines 
in comparatively new countries. Tho 
Company own several mines believed to bo 
valuable. The Board were natui-ally anx- 
ious to open and develop the one most 
likely to give a speedy return to tho share- 
holders. Prospecting has therefore been 
done in several places and experiments 
made to ascertain the best means of ex- 
traotiiig tho gold from the rock. In tho 
future the Board would recommend con- 
lining the Compan}''s work to some one 
niino as thoy are quite satisfied thatawell 
sustained, continued eff'ort on either tho 
Bonanza or Steadman mines will be pro- 
ductive of good results to tho Company.

Hon, Mr. Walkem in moving the second 
reading of this Bill said it was necessary 
that there should be a regular tariff of 
costs of tjiis as well as other sulijocts and 
it was to anicnd many of the evils at pre- 
sent that this Act was brought forward. 
At present a distraint can bo tftkon out for 
a month's rent, say of §20 or §30 ; the 
landlord puts a person in possession for 
four or five days at $4 a.dajr maldng .the 
costs equal to the" amount'' of ' rent. "Ho 
proposed to make the charge §2 a day. 

Mr. Smithe said he thought it would 
have been well foi' the mover of the Bill 
to liave explained soraotliing about clause 
4 enforcing the old 'system of imprison- 
ijiont for debt, . • 

Hon. Mr. Wivlkem said he proposed tp 
strike it out.' 

'Mr. Sini the said lie wii^ glad tp hepx it 
as imprisonment for debt had long since 
passed away. 

Hon. Mr. Huuiphroya hoped that if t]io 
clause were struck out that some similar 
clause would bo inserted as it was intend- 
ed as a protection against the bailiff and 
not against tlic party whose goods were 
distrained on, 

Mr. Ash said it wa.s (piito clear that 
clause 4 referred to any one oflending 
dteaihstithe' provisions of clause 1. It 
offQji'hapipensthat tho baililV is a man 
without means : and . tl»en if he offends 
against tho provisions of tho Act and is 
fined lie goes oft' scot free on account of 
having no means. This would oblige tho 
landlord to pay tho penalty inflicted on 
ilia bailift' by a justice of the peace for any 
infraction of the Act. ;- ■! 

Mr. ]^ivrflk thoufi^it^'if^rwould'be very 
dangerous to allow" any Justice of the 
icjico to comrait a man to gaol for an ui^

Clause 5, authorizing a justice to give a 
summons, passed. ' ' 

Clause 0. Imposing a tino on persons 
who refuse to bo oxamiuod as witnesses. 
Amended by giving the judge a discre- 
tionary power; tho lino not to exceed $'M. 

Clause 7. Autliorizing the justice to 
give costs to tlio defendant not exceeding 
§20, in case it is proved that tho com- 
plaint is not well founded. Passed. 

Clauses 9 and 10, referring to details, 
passed. 

Clause 11 passed. 

Mr. Walkem had two other clauses to 
add, but they were not ready. The com- 
mittee reported iirngress ami the matter 
was deferred until TucMday. 

Mr. Walkem wislied a day to lie lixcd 
for the discussion on the Judiwituro Bill. 
He would suggest a week from' to-day and 
would wisli to hav* the opinion of tlio 
judges. 

Mr. Helg»son did not think tho 
Attorney-General ' should consult the 
lawyers or judges at all.

Mr. Walkein — The judges and legal 
gentlemen havo each received a copy of 
tlio bill. If tlioy make any olijections 
I shall bo happy to take them into consid- 
eration. 

Mr. Wilson — When a bill has passed 
a first reading it sliould bo proceeded with 
without waiting for tho opinions of per 
sons on the outside. He should like to 
know how the judges wore to express .-in 
opinion on tlio subject now / 

Mr. Walkem — I cmild not circulate a 
copy of the bill before it was printed. In 
a few hours after it camo from tlio press 
tho judges and lawyers got copies. 

IMr. Williams thought the Attpmoy- 
Genoral was fit to make laws for tho 
Province and he ought not to consult any 
judge or iawycr. 

Mr. Axil would havo no nbifictipii to 
have the consideration of the bill adjourn- 
ed for a week. 

Adjourned for a week.

Mr. 'Vernon lias introduced a Bill to 
amend the Constitution Amendment Act, 
1S7S. Tlie Bill provides tliat whenever a 
vaciuicy !ih;ill occur in the roprosontation
